1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  ap- 
propriation of  the  same. 

3.  To  vote  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  Campton  cemetery,  also  clean  up  and  fence 
other  cemeteries  in  town. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  qualify  for  state  aid 
for  highways  under  the  law  passed  at  the  January  session, 
1905. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  its  select- 
men to  sell  the  water  works  in  Campton  Village,  all  of  its 
physical  property,  consisting  of  lands,  water  rights,  flowage 


lights,  and  all  other  easements,  reservoir,  springs,  aqueducts, 
water  pipes,  tools,  appliances,  and  all  other  rights  the  town 
owns  in  said  water  works,  and  make  a  valid  conveyance  of 
the  same. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  its  select- 
men to  sell  property  acquired  by  tax  title. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
highway  leading  from  John  Kelley's  residence  to  the  Rich- 
ardson place. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  old 
highway  not  used  by  the  state,  on  Perley  Hall's  land.

Other  repairs  were  contemplated  last  spring  when  the 
money  was  raised,  afterwards  it  was  thought  best  to  wait 
until  next  season,  therefore  less  money  will  be  needed  the 
coming  year. 

The  attendance  has  been  very  good  except  where  sick- 
ness prevented. 

What  can  be  done  to  improve  our  school  system  has 
been  the  ever  present  thought  with  us  and  we  thank  all  who 
have  cooperated  with  us  to  make  Campton  schools  a  success.
